One passenger car, 
well filed with passengers, was jammed into 
the wreck, but no passengers were killed, al- 
though slightly ir jured and bruised. 

Only two persons were kilied, the ipeer 
and fireman, who were terribly mutilated and 
blackesed. The baggage masters, whose car 
wer t into the canal was only slightly braised. 
The engineer died one.bour after the accident 
after suffering excruciating pain. The fire- 
man was killea instantly.

With all 83 wealth, 
enterprise and confidence it has never mvest- 
ed a penny in a cotton field. The conclusion 
of the outside world obviously is that those 
who know the most about cotton are con- 
vinced that cotton planting can never pay. 
Their caution acts on ovhers, aud cotton eul- 
ture is discouraged. If the Manchester spip- 
bers wonld establish a cotton company with a 
large capital emptoyed in the heart of India, 
things would be different, but they stand 
aleot, refuse to risk their money in the ad- 
venture. and when cotton comes to them, 
driving M de toa losing point The 
c.ation urges the establishment of a vast cot 
tom Geld in Edi, but the recommenia- 
tion, though iuteresting to growers, bas lit- 
tie effect to cause more cotton to be grown. 

Mr. CObdeo and his friends maintained that 
it was not the daty of the manufacturers to 
concern themselves with the growth, but 
merely to offer a.suge and steady market for 
the preduet. If Indie undersold America by | 
a farthing a pound on equal quailty, she would 
command the Lincolnshire market.
